| jury rolls of Jackson County after 
| the indictments had been returned. 
Second Supreme Court Ruling. 

' Once before, the Supreme Court 
|ordered a new trial for these and 
five other Negroes on the ground 
they had been unconstitutionally de- 
prived of the aid of counsel in pre- 
paration for the first trial. On the 
second trial both again were found 
guilty. The others have not been 
retried. 

| Chief Justice Hughes said there 
| was no controversy as to the consti- 
‘tutional principle involved—that if 
Negroes are excluded from jury 
service equal protection of the laws 
to ai! does not result.

He 
suggested the qualified Negroes 
were not excluded because of any 
disease or other special reasons for 
excusing them. | 

The absence of Negroes from the 
jury rolls should: have caused the 
trial court to quash the indictments, 
he said, and there was no justifica- 
tion for the wholesale systematic 
exclusion of qualified Negroes from 
jury service. 

Reading forcefully and_ rapidly, 
the Chief Justice said much testi- 
mony was received that no Negro 
had served on juries in Jackson 
County, He said that books giving 
the jury list contained the names 
of six Negroes at the énd, 

“We think the evidence that no 
Negro had been called for jury ser- 
vice in Jackson County for a gen- 
eration established there had been 
discrimination,” Hughes said. “We 
find no justification for excluding 
Negroes from the trial jury.” 

Justice McReynolds took no part 
in the case. No dissent was an- 
nounced. 

Status Differs in Each Case. 

While both the Norris and Pat- 
terson cases were sent back to the 
lower courts for further proceed- 
ings, the status of the two cases 
diffeted.

The decision was approved by the 
Seventh Circuit Court of Appeals.

He gave approval to the general 
reorganization legislation, although 
actual bankruptcy may not be pres- 
ent. The opinion also held that 
while under proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy, the Court might not pro- 
hibit sale of collateral, it did have 
authority in the present instance. 

Says Rights Are Not Violated. 

Justice Sutherland ruled it was 
important to maintain a staus quo 
to permit reorganization plans to be 
worked out and that there was no 
violation of any constitutional 
rights of the holders of the collat- 
eral. They would be only tempo- 
rarily denied the rights they had. 


The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration stood in the Matter, the 
Court held, like any other corpora- 
tion and was not to receive special 
treatment. The opinion said the 
delay in sale of collateral was only 
temporary and that the holders of 
the collateral could go before the 
Court to have the order set aside 
should there be any protracted or 
unreasonable delay. 

_ There was no dissent. Justice 

Brandeis took no part in the de- 
cision.

HETH DAY OF STRIKE 
BY GAS HOUSE UNION 


With -Mayor’s Proposal — Re- 
jected,. Hope for Early 
Settlement Is Dim. 


The strike of the gas house work- 
ers entered the fifth day this morn- 


ing with slight prospect for an im- 
mediate settlement with the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. 

At a meeting Saturday night the 
strikers rejected Mayor Dickmann’s 
proposal for ending the strike be- 
cause it did not provide for a closed 
shop for their union, Local 18,799, 
affifiated with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

Following the outline of a recent 
decision of the National Labor 
Relations Board, Mayor Dickmann 
had suggested that the union act as 
the exclusive collective bargaining 
agency for the 725 men in the gas 
company’s mechanical departments, 
but added that the company be al- 
lowed to operate “open shop.” The 
proposal, drafted Friday at a°con- 
ference at the Mayor’s office, pro- 
vided that any member using co- 
ercion to induce a worker to join 
the union might be discharged after 
a hearing before a committee com-| 
posed of a representative of the 
company and the union and an im- 
partial third member. 

In addition to a closed shop pro- 
vision, the gas house workers voted 
to demand that the company, which

TRIAL OF A.D. BROWN” 


ESTATE SUIT BEGUN 


Attorney Says Property, With 
$3,100,000 in 1913, Is Now 
Valued at $330,000. 


Trial of the suit in which the 
heirs of Alanson D. Brown, found- 
er of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., 
asked the Court to require trustees 
of his estate to account for their 
handling of it, began today before 
oircuit Judge O'Malley. 
Guy A. Thompson, of counsel for 
the plaintiffs, said in a preliminary 
statement to the Court that there 
had been “utter and complete devas- 
tation of the estate” which was val- 
ued at $3,100,000 when Brown died 
in 1913, and is valued now at about 
$330,000. 
The suit was filed orginally by 
Mrs. Jane Brown Collins, a daugh- 
ter of Brown. It named as defend- 
ants her brotfier, Alanson C. Brown, 
St. Louis Union Trust Co., trustee 
of the estate, and Marvin E. Single- 
ton, a former trustee. Mrs. Collins’ 
sisters, Mrs. Estelle McElroy, Mrs. 
Ruth O’Bear and Mrs. Vesta Titt- 
man, were nominal defendants, but 
in their answers took positidns al- 
lied with that of Mrs. Collins. 
Thompson said Brown's will di- 
rected the trustees to sell the Ham- 
ilton-Brown stock in the estate 
within 15 years after his death. The 
estate owns 101,258 shares of the 
stock, a little more than a majority. 
Had the stock been sold according 
to Brown’s wishes, Thompson said, 
the estate might have obtained as 
much as $8,000,000 for it, on the 
basis of the peak market value of 
the stock. On the basis of the pres- 
ent market quotation, about $2.75 a 
share, the stock is worth $279,459. 
Speaking for the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., Rhodes E. Cave told the 
Court that it had not,.been guilty 
of negligence or neglect. At various 
times, he said, there had been op- 
portunities to sell the Hamilton- 
Brown stock, but the heirs and 
other trustees objected.

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ELECTRIC POWER 
SHORTAGE IN CASE 
UF WAR PREDICTED 


‘Situation Would Be Disas- 
| trous if U. S. Became 


| Involved in Conflict, Na- 


tional Survey Warns. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.— A 
“critical” shortage of electric power 
production capacity that would “be 
disastrous in case the United States 
should become involved in war,” 
was reported today in the first of- 
ficial national power survey. 

Made by the Federal Power Com- 
mission at the direction of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the survey. indirect- 
ly supported the administration's 
contention that there is need for 
such developments as Boulder Dam 
'and the Terfnessee Valley Author- 
ity. 

“The critical shortage of existing 
generating capacity most serious- 
ly affects the great industrial dis- 
tricts of the East and Middle 
| West,” the report said. “It would, 
| therefore, be disastrous in case the 
| United States should. become in- 
volved in war. The situation might 
be even more acute than that which 
existed during the World War, 
| when, in many districts, electric 
service had to be denied to domes- 
tic and commercial customers and 
non-essential industries to meet war 
needs for power.” 

Increase in Use of Current. 

Other conclusions reached from 
the study include: 

“The use of electricity for domes- 
tic purposes as well as in certain 
branches of industry has grown at 
such a rate during the depression 
that, upon a resumption of normal 
industrial activity, the demand for 
power will be at least 4,000,000 kilo- 
watts in excess of that which ex- 
isted in 1929. This is equivalent to 
the capacity of some 50 large gen- 
erating stations. 

“Very little new generating ca- 
pacity has been constructed by the 
privately-owned utilities since 1930. 
As a result the capacity of existing 
| plants is 2,325,000 kilowatts less 
'than the demand that will exist for 
| power upon a resumption of pre-de- 
pression industrial activity, assum- 

ing maintenance of normal reserve 
capacity. 

“This shortage is being rapidly 
accentuated by the obsolescence of 
plants which would have been re- 
placed under normal conditions. As 
of Jan. 1, 1935, 56 per cent of the 
total installed steam-electric capac- 
ity of the United States was at 
least 10 vears old, 11 per cent was 
0”) vears old or older, and about 1 
per eent at least 30 years old. In- 
efficient and obsolete plants with 
a capacity of at least 2,000,000 kilo- 
watts should be scrapped and re 
placed within the near future. 

_ Danger of Critical Shortage. 

“Analysis by districts of the re 
lation between the capacity of ex- 
isting plants and the demand that 
‘will be created with the resumption 
of normal industrial activity shows 
that.critica] shortages will exist in 
almost every section of the United 
States. The only regions in which 
substantial surpluses | of capacity 
now exist to meet normal demand 
‘are Florida, parts of Michigan and 


Illinois, an area along the Lower 
‘Mississippi, parts of Texas and 
| North Dakota. Idaho, Utah, New 


| Mexico. Minnesota, Montana, Wash- 


ington and Oregon. 

“Government plants provided for 
or under construction will meet 
these shortages in certain limited 
Only one major private 
power development and one major 
plant are now under 
construction.

Because weapons will have far 
ereater power and efficiency than 
in World War days, each soldier 
will have much more fighting ef- 
fectiveness. Instead of closely- 
bunched masses of men, troops will 
fight in more open formation. 

Fewer Frontal Attacks. 

Commanders will strive to move 
their armies about rapidly, seeking 
to deliver fast surprise attacks on 
the enemy’s flanks with speedy 


' i 
‘tanks, artillery and combat cars. 


There will be fewer frontal attacks 


‘|on strong enemy. positions. There 


will be a return to the “open war- 
fare” of the days when armies were 
constantly maneuvering instead of 
“digging in” and grimly holding a 
position. 

Airplanes will play a greater part 


'than ever before, both in scouting 
‘and in bombarding and attacking 


the enemy’s troops and supplies. 
With this idea in mind, the United 
States was the first major power to 
develop attack aviation, a new arm 
of the air force designed to swoop 
down on troops and rake them with 
machine-gun fire. 

The next.war will not be entirely 
mechanized, however, for machines 
have their limitations, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur points out. Neither will 
some particular machine dominate 
in future wars, not only because 
of mechanical limitations, but be- 
cause man ig always ingenious 
enough to develop a defense against 
almost any kind of attack.

HIGH-HANDED ACTION. 

The action of the Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration in suspending relief funds for Missouri 
till after “actual passage of legislation in accord- 
ance with conditions made by Mr. Hopkins,” is a 
high-handed and unwarranted proceeding. 

The State of Missouri has not welshed on its obli- 
gations and does not intend to do so. Gov. Park has 
said that the State will provide its required share of 
relief funds, as it has done in the past, and the 
Legislature has formally pledged itself to appropri- 
ate a “substantial sum” for relief purposes. 

The word of the Governor of a sovereign State and 
the pledge of the State Legislature should be suf- 
ficient to assure Missouri its share of moneys being 
dispensed by the Federal-Government for relief. 

It is true that the State has‘not yet made an ap- 
propriation to cover relief for April and succeeding 
months. But the voting of $6,000,000—the State’s 
quota for a year as laid down by the Federal Gov- 
ernment—is not a task to be undertaken lightly. The 
money must come from taxes imposed upon a people 
already heavily burdened. We have taken frequent 
occasion to criticise the Missouri State Legislature 
for its manifest shortcomings. It is not, however, 
open to justifiable criticism for proceeding with de- 
liberation in the matter of the pending tax bill. 

Moreover, as leaders of both houses have pointed 
out, the relief bills for April will not be payable till 
May. There is still ample time for the passage of 
a measure to meet the situation. No crisis confronts 
the State, except as a crisis may be made by the 
autocratic procedure of the Federal Government. 

We second the protest of Senator Donnelly, Presi- 
dent pro tem of the Senate, who desires to know “by 
what authority some subordinate officer in Chicago 
or Washington swoops down on Missouri and threat- 
ens her lawmakers, as has been done in this in- 
stance.”

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THE PAILROAD FINANCE INQUIRY. 

The Senate Interstate Commerce Committee has 
voted for the inquiry into railroad finance proposed 
by the Wheeler resolution. If the Senate as a whole 
concurs, the inquiry will begin in the autumn. Mean- 
while, preparation will be made by the committee 
through the Transportation Co-ordinator and others. 

This indicates a disposition to begin railroad or- 
ganization where it must begin if this great industry 
is to be rebuilt upon a solid foundation. The plight 
of the railroads Is not altogether due to either the 
depression or modern competition. Railroads rose 
and fell when they enjoyed a monopoly in transpor- 
tation. There were no highways .n the modern sense 
when the New York, New Haven & Hartford col- 
lapsed. It was not the trucks that sent the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul into bankruptcy. Pipe lines 
had nothing to do with the collapse of the Chicago 
& Alton, nor airplanes with the financial troubles 
of the St. Louis & San Francisco, the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific and the Missouri Pacific. 

Why the country has permitted practices which 
have been common to most of the railroads from the 
time they were built is not easily explained. Harold 
J. Laski, one of the most discerning of our foreign 
critics, says the looting of the railroads was part 
of that pioneer anarchy which at once characterized 
the development of America and makes it so difficult 
for us to apply law and order to such a disordered 
scene as the present. Joseph B. Eastman, the Co- 
ordinator of Transportation, apparently shares this 
view to such a degree that he is doubtful whether the 
railroads can be reorganized upon a basis that will 
enable them to avoid Government ownership. 

The railroads presented great opportunities for 
capital. They also presented great opportunities for 
capital abuses. The two things traveled side by side 
throughout the period in which the railroads were 
the prime agents in settling and developing the coun- 
try. Their usefulness was so great that the nation 
blinked the unsocial practices of the people who 
built them. Reform came only when the develop- 
ment itself ended and the railroads found themselves 
faced by formidable competitors.

A Well-Conducted Opposition 


HE attitude taken toward the new bank- 

ing bill by the American Bankers’ Asso- 

ciation is as good an example as could 
be found of clear and effective criticism. 
From beginning to end, their memorandum 
is an appeal to reason. They do not charge 
the authors of the bill with being engaged 
in a secret conspiracy. They concede un- 
grudgingly that there are good points in the 
bill. They not only know exactly where they 
disagree, but they are able to say in lucid 
language why they disagree and what ought 
to be done to meet their objections. 

Such criticism cannot be dismissed as 
propaganda. It defines the vital issues so 
clearly that no honest man can refuse to face 
them. It is in the literal meaning of that much: 
abused phrase, ‘constructive criticism.” 

Those in charge of the case for the utili- 
ties would find it profitable to study the pro- 
cedure of the bankers and to imitate it. 
They would find, I believe, that if they sus- 
pended their somewhat hysterical outcry 
that they are about to be murdered and pre- 
sented a reasoned brief stating just exactly 
what it is that they think should be changed 
in the Rayburn bill, they would protect their 
legitimate interests more successfully than 
they are now doing. They would raise up 
allies among disinterested men in the ad- 
ministration, in Congress and among the 
people who are today immobilized because 
they will not help those who terrorize public 
opinion and cannot help those who are too 
excited to state clearly what they want. 

It is true that the method of reasoned 
appeal will not commend itself to those who 
believe that to protect the legitimate inter- 
ests of public utilities is to serve Mammon. 
Nor will it commend itself to those feudists 
who do not feel they have started the day 
right until they have sung their hymn of 
hate against the Roosevelts of Hyde Park. 

But to appeal to reason is still an effec- 
tive method of arguing a case in this de- 
mocracy. In fact, tgere is ground for think- 
ing that the brazen voices and the screamer 
headlines and the intoxicated adjectives are 
loud but indistinct and that they who speak 
quietly and with composure and with con- 
sideration are best heard by those to whom 
their words are addressed.

The American Bankers’ Association has 
concentrated its main criticism on the vital 
part of the new banking bill—on the part 
which would centralize in Washington the 
control over the volume of credit. Their crit- 
icism is not directed to the essential prin- 
ciple of the bill, which is that under modern 
conditions it is necessary to have a central- 
ized control of the amount of bank deposit 
currency. They recognize that the day has 
passed when this control was automatic, and 
that, for good or evil, deliberate management 
is unavoidable. 

The reason for this change in central 
banking practice since the Federal Reserve 
System was established 20 years ago was 
stated the other day by the Undersecretary 
of the Treasury, T. Jefferson Coolidge: “Our 
control of money rates has passed from the 
automatic stage, because of the great amount 
of excess reserves, into a condition where 
automatic standards cannot, I believe, be 
improvised which can be expected to work 
under the corditions of the present or the 
immediate future.” 

The bankers’ memorandum recognizes this 
fact and the inevitable conclusion from it. 


If these excess reserves and our swollen gold 
stocks are not to produce a credit inflation, 
a firm, centralized and responsible control 
over them must be set up. They address 
themselves, therefore, to the vital question 
of how to make that control independent 
and reliable. 

They do not challenge the thesis that the 
control must be public, that it must be lo- 
cated ultimately in Washington, that it must 
be administered by men who are, in every 
sense of the term, trustees of a national and 
not of any private or sectional interest. 

The ‘essential point they make is that 
they believe this control should not be in 
the executive branch of®the Government, 
that, while it should be a governmental 
control, it should be co-ordinate and in- 
dependent like the Federal courts rather 
than subordinate like the Treasury. This 
seems to me an absolutely impregnable po- 
sition to take and, if I understand correctly 
the purposes of Gov. Eccles, it is the posi- 
tion he means to take.

No one will be so naive as to suppose that 
in time of war, for example, the banking 
system could pursue an independent course 
any more than the courts would hamper 
the Government in the prosecution of a war. 
But in ordinary times, and even in times 
like these, there is no good answer to the 
argument that the branch of the Govern- 
ment which spends and borrows should not 
also control the value of credit. If-there is 
anything in the fundamental American doc- 
trine of a government of checks and bal- 
ances, the control of lending and of borrow- 
ing should be independent and co-ordinate. 

The specific suggestions in the bankers’ 
memorandum are designed to increase the 
independence of the Federal Reserve Board. 
Without attempting to go into them in de- 
tail, it may be said that they call for two 
main changés in this part of the bill. 

One is the removal from the board of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Comptroller 
of the Currency because they are members 
of the executive branch of the Government. 
This is somewhat like saying that the At- 
torney-General should not also be a Justice 
of the Supreme Court. 

The other important change they suggest 
is that, for the purpose of control, four Gov- 
ernors of Federal Reserve banks shall have 
avote. Since the election of these Governors 
has to be approved by the board in Wash- 
ington, this proposal cannot impair the pub- 
lic character of the managers of the credit 
system. But it does mean that the control 
would be exercised by a group of men not 
exclusively in the Washington atmosphere 

The sponsors of the bill may feel that 
their plan is more logical und that it con- 
centrates responsibility better. But against 
that they ought to remember that it is bet- 
ter to have the willing co-operation of the 
bankers than to acquire the power to dic- 
tate to unwilling bankers. The banking sys- 
tem is a vast and intricate thing, and it is 
impossible to operate it by dictation. Even 
if the Washington board had all the legal 
powers of the original bill, it could not ex- 
ercise them effectively if it could not count 
on the co-operation of the Reserve banks. 

To give up a little theoretical power in or- 
der to obtain assent is wisdom; no one who 
has pretenses to being a statesman will ever 
force men when he can win them.

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BUILDING AND LOAN GROUPS 
GIVEN EASIER CREDIT TERMS 


A. BR. Gardner, President, of U. 8. 
Home Loan Bank of Chicago, 
Announces Policy. 

CHICAGO, April 1. — Building 
and loan associations were given 
easier credit terms last week by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank of Chi- 
cago. 

A. R. Gardner, president, an- 
nounced the liberalized policy in 
letters to the bank's 365 member 
institutions. They may now bor- 
row for a full year on non-col- 
lateralized advances, he said, and 
may borrow a total amount equal 
to 12 times the capital stock they 
own. Six months has been the 
time limit for such loans, and the 
new maximum for total loans is 
more than double the old limit. “The 
associations may use these funds 
for a year without collateral,” 
Gardner explained. “They may 
make new mortgage loans in their 
communities, bring these mortgages 
to the bank, place them as -se- 
curity. for 10-year loans and trans- 
fer the unsecured loan to this long- 
er-term basis. A real upswing in 
the mortgage credit put to use in 
our territory should result.”

ITHACA, N. Y., April 1.—Iso- 
lation for the first time in pure 
crystalline form of one of the so- 
called “immune bodies,” the little- 
understood substances which pro- 
mote immunity to disease, Was an- 
nounced last night at Cornell Uni- 
versity. 

The discovery is of intense scien- 
tific interest because it may lead to 
advances in the study of the phe- 
nomenon of immunity, the process 
underlying body resistance. 

The newly isolated substance is 
a hemagglutinin (something which 
causes red blood cells to stick to- 
gether) extracted from the jack 
bean. These are large, white beans 
from a common fodder crop. The 
hemagglutinin was found by Prof. 
James B. Sumner and Stacey F. 
Howell, Ph. D., of the medical col- 
lege of Cornell at Ithaca.

RED CROSS ANSWERS 
13 GALLS FOR HELP 


Disaster Relief Provided in 
Seven States in 30-Day Per- 
lod Ended March 25. 


The Midwestern Area staff of the 
American Red Cross, with head- 
quarters at 1709 Washington ave- 
nue, responded to 13 disaster calls 
in seven states in the 30-day period 
ended March 25. 

Tornadoes were responsible for 
seven calls for assistance although 
floods in Southeast Missouri - and 
Arkansas caused the most _ serious 
situation. About 20,000 persons in 
13 counties were driven from their 
homes. 

More than 100,000 persons were 
affected by the disasters, but relief 
by the Red Cross was confined to 
those unable to provide for them- 
selves. There were tornadoes in Jas- 
per County, Mo.; Metropolis, Il; 
Wilson County and Wichita, Kan.; 
Ottawa and Okmulgee counties, 
Ok.; Yell and Pope counties, Ark.; 
and Kaufman, Hunt and Stonewall 
counties, Tex. There was a severe 
hail storm at San Antonio, Tex., 
high water in ‘ _ntral lowa and a 
“trench mouth” epidemic in five 
counties of Southern Colorado. 

In the past 10 years, according to 
William M. Baxter Jr., area man- 
ager, the Red Cross has given aid 
in 139 tornadoes, 
plosions, 12 fire 
storms, drouths, 
hurricanes. 

Contributions of $12,092 have been 
received by the Red Cross to aid 
Missouri and Arkansas flood suffer- 
ers.
